Killing of Motor Cycle Police- 
man by Lewis Brothers. 


ORA PICKED AS SLAYER 


Murder of Dillon by. Auto 
Thieves Again Brought Into 
| the Case. 


The story of the killing of Motor 
Cycle Policeman John McKenna at a 
gasoline filling station at 618 North 
Whittier street, April 7, and of circum- 
stances which preceded and followed 
were told today by several witnesses at 
the second session of the trial of Ora 
Otis Lewis and his brother, Roy Joe 
Lewis, who are charged with the mur- 
der. ' 

Several times the prosecution succeed- 
ed in introducing references to the mur- 


der of Patrolman William A. Dillon, 
who attempted to arrest the Lewis 
brothers after McKenna had been killed. 

In testimony already adduced Ora 
Lewis has been positively identified as 
the man who killed McKenna. 

Circuit Attorney Harvey said he ex- 
pected to complete the presentation of 
the State's direct testimony late to- 
morrow or early Saturday. 

Unusual precautions were taken to 
guard the crowded courtroom. Three 
Deputy Sheriffs: sat near the prison- 
ers. There was a deputy at each of 
the three doors of the courtroom and 
two doors in the rear, which are usu- 
ally open, were kept locked. Two dep- 
uties were detailed to keep close watch 
on occupants of the spectators’ seats.

Most of this morning’s session was 
taken up by George E. Baker, police 
photographer, who identified about 2 
photographs made at and around the oil 
station where McKenna was killed, at

SENKEWICZ, AUTHOR 
OF “QUO Mass“ DIES 


Polish Novelist Had Devoted 
Much of Time to Relief Work 
in Native Land. 


NEW YORK, Nov. 716. -Henry K. Sien- 
kiewicz, the Polish novelist, best 
known in this country as the author 
of “Quo Vadis,” is dead at Vevey, 


Switzerland, according to a cable 
dispatch received here today by the 
Poliah Victims’ Relief Committee. 
Sienkiewicz had devoted much of his 
time recently to Polish relief work. 
He had been in frequent communica- 
tion since the European war began with 
the committee here and with the Na- 
tional American Red Cross. 

The announcement of his death came 
from a man named Rabinowitz, who is 
a member of the Polish Committee af 
Lausanne, Switzerland. The message 
said the novelist died suddenly in a 
Vevey hotel yesterday.

These prospective restrictions are tak- 
en to indicate that the Government 
looks forward to protracted hostilities 
and considers it is necessary to con- 
serve national resources, in a measure 
at least, as had been done in enemy 
Runeiman explained that any 
steps which would be taken were pre- 
cautionary, but that if the war were 
prolonged and food receipts were lim- 
ited, it might be necessary to resort 20 
food tickets. 

Reductions Imperative. 

Runciman said it was imperative to 
cut down the luxurious use of sugar, 
especially with regard to costly. con- 
fectionery. The excessive consumption 
of potatoes, he declared, must be 
stopped;.potatoes must not be used tor 
feeding animals, and unless consump- 
tion should be reduced voluntarily, re- 
course to potat, tickets might be nec- 
essary. White flour, from which the 
best qualities are extracted, would not 
be allowed to be milled in the future, 
he said,. and steps would be taken for 
th: control of imported flour, and also 
for the sale and distribution of other 
articles of food in order to prevent cor- 
nering. 

Instancing milk as one of the articles 
be controlled, by 
calling for contracts, Runciman remind- 
ed the House that it was only possibile 
to fix the pricés of articles controlled 
by the state, and that attempts to con- 
trol other articles might prevent their 
coming into the country. The Govern- 
ment had beeh driven to ask for these 
powers against ite will, he said, and 
they were only a temporary expedi- 
ent.

Burgtrlede“ means, broadly, “civil 
peace, and it {is 4 principle handed 
down from olden days when the various 
separate free cities and states were en- 
gaged in war. Such cities or states 
would dy agreement forget all internal 
dissensiongs so that they could present 
unified fronts against common foes. 

The “Burgfriede’ of Germany was 
agreed to by all the parties at the out- 
break of this war, and for a time it was 
religiously upheld. But now the friends 
of the Chancellor are accusing those 


of the Conservative or affiliated parties, 
of having broken the truce. The Social 
Democrats, who have been loyal in their 
support of the Government, say that the 
Junkerthum have been guilty of an act 
almost as bad as treachery in their 
open antagonism to the governmental 
policies.

That expansion lies toward the south 
and east—that is why the Germans feel 
they have so deep and vital interest in 
the Balkans, since it is through that 
section that the lines of their develop- 
ment must go, as long as England holds 
the seas. 


Question Necessity of War. 
There are even those in Germany who 
aro beginning to wonder if the war was 
not avoidable. “No one wanted it, least 
‘80 wasn't 
there a way by which the war could 
have been avoided, even’ without the 
added power that a victory promised!“ 
This is one of the questions that will be 
asked when the accounting is made and 
responsibility for the cataclysm is allo- 
cated. 

These doubters, who do not let their 
theories interfere with facing the con- 
ditions which exist, feel that they have 
grounds for their doubt, as to the virtue 


policy of “‘pacific penetration,” to use a 
term much favored in America. They 
point out that under this system Ger- 
marry had gained great strength, if not 
dominance commercially, in Turkey, 
Greece, Bulgaria, Rumania and even in 
Servia, in spite of the waning power of 
Austria there. And, above all, they 
point out that Italy was rapidly becom- 
ing an exclusive German field of effort. 
Now, they ask themselves, what have 
they left—only Turkey and Bulgaria— 
while the others of the list are lost to 
German influence, if not forever, at 
least for years to come. These views 
are in direct opposition to the old spirit 
of force, under which Germany was 
to be the super-nation; the specially 
chosen of the good old God’’—the spirit 
that made Force equal Right. It was 
a creed that formed a political doctrine, 
a scholastic formula and a religious 
faith. Those Germans upon whom the 
hold of this bpirit is weakening, are 
weakening only in their belief in this 
spirit; their changed philosophy of na- 
tional exlatence has not weakened their 
devotion to national existence and their 
determination to preserve it at any cost. 

of Cons tives. 

It fs a curious fact that the advocates 
of greater ruthlessness in the war are 
also those most determined in their op- 
position to the coming liberalization. 
They are, as I have said, largely re- 
cruited from the Cunservatives and the 
officers of the army and navy. Some 
observers read into the opposition a de- 
cision upon the part of the Junkerthum 
to preserve the military domination, and 
with it the cles privileges they enjoy;

Patriotism as Strong as Ever. 
The spirit of patriotism and na- 
tionality seemed to me to be as 
strong in Germany today as it ever 
was, in spite of grave errors in pol- 
icy, none of which seems more seri- 
cus than the rigid political censor- 
ship now enforced in the empire. This 
censorship is used more often to 
tuck criticism than to keep informa- 
tion from the enemy. This policy is 
probably the cause of the allies’ be- 


entirely on the defensive against its 
own people. Such an unqualified 
statement is far from being true. 
But the belief in its truth is under- 
standable when the instance of the 
Berliner Tageblatt is recalled—one 
of Germany’s big papers that was 
suppressed for seven days a few 
weeks ago, and no one yet knows the 
cause, Obviously, the outside assun. p- 
tion is that the step was taken to 


opinion. 

The newspapegs of Germany are bound 
to play a big part in the soon-to-come 
liberalization of the German empire. 
The governmental attitude is still large- 
ly that of “Bismarck toward the “rep- 
tile press.“ The German belief in the 
venality of the press, which is the reg- 
ular theory of operation, was evidenced 
only a few days ago when a story ema- 
nating from Holland said that some- 
thing like 350,000,000 had been spent by 
Germany in two years for the subsidiza- 
tion of public opinion in neutral coun- 
tries, and it was added that something 
like $10,000,000 had been spent in this 
country. If that be true, it would ac- 


Germans believe that all the newspapers 
in America not friendly to their cause 
are bought by “British gold,“ in which 
class they place the New York Times 
and New York Tribune, and -also the 
New York World. whenever its edito- 
rials or news columns say anything un- 
friendly from the German viewpoint.

Period of Radi¢caliam Possible. 

That the change in the spirit of Ger- 
man pclitics is expected by the student 
of affairs ip this country is shown by 
the recent writings of several publicists, 
among whom may be noted Dr. Thomas 
Stockham Baker, a well-knuwn educi- 
tor, himgelf a German university man, 
who wrote The oversupply in Germany 
of university trained men may under 
certain conditiqgs prove to be a menace. 
It is highly probable that after the war, 
when its cust has been counted and 
s¢apescats have been found for the dir- 
lomatic failures, there will ensue a. pe- 
riod of raditalism. It is hardly congeiv- 
ablo that the .course of the military 
party is going to meet with 
approval. In the past the university men 
nave done a great deal to'further the 
radical doctrine. To be sure. at the 
present time conditions are changed, and 
the professors have, in large measure, 
been taken into partnership with the 
military men They have done a great 
deal to expound and ‘popularize the 
theories that have dominated Germany's 
internal and foreign policies, and whica 
have brought about the present war, * * * 
but there remains a large class of 
trained nien, some of whom are going 
to be irreconcilable; many of whom 
may turn out to be radicals. though 
this does not mean there is going to be 
d revolution. “ 

When the liberalization comes, the 
“Jewish question’’ will reassert itself. 
At this time it is forgotten in the ‘Sturm 
und Drang’ of the war. There have 
been a few modifications of the Jewish 
disabilities, but nothing of any substan- 
tial nature has been done. 

Another question that will arise will 
be that of the women. As they win a 
greater economic independence they will 
demand greater political recognition, 
which now is given practically no seri- 
ous thought in the empire. 


Spread ef Socialism. 

The spread of autocratic Socialism, to 
coin a phrase that describes precisely 
the enforced social co-operation and 
combinations prevalent in Germany to- 
day, is welcomed by the Hberal minds 
as making it easier to democratize the 
nation when the time shall come, since 
it is -an official recognition of the 
people's part in the work of the country, 
instead of regarding the mass of inhab- 
itants as being merely an inferior lot 
who are accorded the privilege of being 
ruled, 

Life in-Germany is not pleasant today. 
There is a hopeless, prison atmosphere 
about it that causes men to crack under 
the strain. The effect is peculiarly no- 
ticeable upon neutrals. They grow 
fretted and nerve-racked. Several of the 
attaches of the embassy, and of the 


nervous prostration. Berlin, more than 
any other German city, has become a 
nest of intrigue and gossip. A motive is 
looked for behind every man's act. This 
c.eates an atmosphere of distrust and 
suspicion. 

Germany's place in the sun may be 
remote, and the sun may be growing 
cloudy, but Germany's spirit does not 
waver; her courage still answers every 
test; her soldiers are still untouched in 
their bravery and skill; and every sac- 
rifice that she asks is being met wil- 
lingly, almost gladly.

The last 10 days has seen Detroit, 
Classified among the eight largest cities of the 
United States, included in the list, with Detroit 
itself protesting only feebly in à small negative 
majority against becoming the biggest dry“ city 
of the country. 

We may recall that the movement gained its. 
first great impetus in limited territorial units un- 
der so-called local option laws. Then, as this 
territory, marked white on the Anti-Saloon 
League's mans, spread amazingly in extent, State- 
wide prohibition was demanded and conceded. 
With 25 states already dry“ it is perhaps logical 
for Mr. Bryan to prediet nation-wide prohibition 
as the next great step, particularly in view of the 
disposition to deal through Federal legislation 
with an almost infinite variety of subjects former- 
ly dealt with exclusively by the states. That step 
from state-wide to nation-wide. prohibition, how- 
ever, is a long one. Can sentiment be prepared 
for it in four years, or even eight years or 12 
years? The reluctance with which not afew local 
option counties vote to force prohibition on other 
counties by state-wide amendments suggests 
an interesting analogy. | 

Democrats other than Mr. Siren cannot fail 
to note the slow progress of the one national 
political party which indorses prohibition. Since 
Gov. St. Jonn was its nominee, who polled 151. 
809 votes back in 1884, the largest strength 
shown by this. party prior to the present year 
was in 1892, when Bidwell obtained 264,133 votes. 
Prohibition has gained its greatest victories as 
a nonpartisan state issue. 5 

Mr“ Bryan conjectures that the Aunlican party 
in its destitution of issues, will seize on prohibi- 
tion as a desperate means of winning an elec- 
tion. Why, however, should that party, the last 
refuge of special interests, be less hospitable to 
the liquor interests than to other special inter- 
ests?
